B«hind controversial claims of and denials of mis* 
treatment of Jews by the Oennaa National Socialists 
is a definite fact which explains the vigorous pro^ 
testa issued from the United States and other na 
tlons in defense of German Jews. It Is the widely 
held conviction that Jewish persecution under the 
regime of Alolf Hiller is one of the distressing things 
to be expected. 
From the United States department of state and 
numerous German sources aMurauce haa been given 
that there need be no apprehension over mistreat­ 
ment of Jews under Germany’s new faacist regime. 
Although there Is no disposition to deny that thM*e 
have been unfortunate clashes, such incidents are 
sat aside as the normal accompaniment of sweeping 
overturn in government. The state department gives 
assurance that "this phase may be considered vir­ 
tually terminated.’* 
It Is a sign of general distrust in Chancellor 
Hitler and his political philosophy that there is less 
assurance in such statements than is intended. How­ 
ever much Germans may try to correct a harmful im­ 
pression abroad, they cannot erase knowledge that 
Herr Hitler hat used Jew-baltlng on many occasions 
to serve his purposes. The wave of protest which 
has arisen in the last few days is as much the re­ 
lease of accumulated mistrust as It is the direct pro­ 
duct of factual evidence. 
There is, nevertheless, a real danger In allowing 
to run unchecked anything of so violent a naturè as 
the German attacks which have been common In the 
last few days. 
To Germans worried about the fu­ 
ture of their country these attacks inevitably must 
appear more vicious than circumstances with wblcn 
they are familiar warrant. 
In fairness to all Ger­ 
mans, Including Jews, there should be a close re­ 
gard for temperance In promoting and participating 
in movements which will be acutely harmful to the 
business and prestige of a struggling population. 
Perhaps the following, a message from Dr. Grund, 
president of the German National Association for 
Industry and Commerce, may be understood to rep 
resent a German viewpoint Addressed to the Board 
of Trade for German American Commerce, Inc., it 
was published as an advertisement it r—A% In part: 
"We are very much astonished about news.of whole- 
•Sle acts of violence against Jewish population. No 
organized acta of this kind have taken place. Jew 
lah business men continue unmolested. Exceptional 
acts of violence were strongly disapproved and ener­ 
getically suppressed . . . German people have during 
long years of suffering kept calm and peaceful . . 
Calm views abroad would support and assist a main­ 
tenance of normal . . . conditions.’’ 


Japan Decides 


It will come as a surprise to many who supposed 
Japan already had withdrawn from the League of 
Nations to know that Emperor Hirohlto’s necessary 
approval of resignation was not given nntll Monday, 
The dramatic exit of the Japanese delegation from 
the league assembly when the final vote was taken 
on the Lyttoii report condemning Japanese policy 
In Manchuria la responsible for the misconception. 
Actually, that withdrawal, though of tremendous 
importance, signified nothing more than opposition 
to the assembly's accepUnce of the Lytton report. 
While it indicated clearly what was in the wind, It 
did not indicate a final decision to withdraw per­ 
manently. It merely paved the way for such a de­ 
cision. Japan now has made up Ita mind. Unable to 
act within the league’s provisions, It is willing to 
proceed independently with what It considers to be 
essential oriental policies. 
Even so. It cannot withdraw Immediately. Para­ 
graph 3, Article 1 of the League of Nations conven- 
ant reads: “Any member of the league may, after 
two years’ notice of Its intention so to do, withdraw 
from the league, provided that all Its International 
obligations and all Us obligations under this coven­ 
ant shall have been fulfilled at the time of Its with­ 
drawal.’’ 
In the wording of the provision there seems to be 
a great deal of Interest to the international lawyers. 
It Is failure of the Japanese government to fulfill 
Ita obligations which causes the notice of withdraw­ 
al to be given. It appears that the league is obli­ 
gated to hold Japan to those obligations, yet It al­ 
ready has demonstrated Its Inability to do so. Ap­ 
parently, the third paragraph of Aftlcle 1 was not 
written to accomodate a government planning with­ 
drawal under conditions such as those which sur­ 
round Japan. 
In the light of these circumstances, It 
appears 
somewhat hasty to think of Japan as being outaide 
the League of Nations before exclusion becomes an 
actual fact. 
The league canaot afford to lose fts 
membership. Unfortunately, under the circumstances, 
Japan probably could get along very nicely without 
the league. Until It has been proved that there Is no 
possibility of reconciliation. It is reasonable to an­ 
ticipate a reunion before complete divorce.

Highlights o f Ohio Histo ry 


LUCAS COUNTY 
By J. H. GALBRAITH, 
Written For The Associated Press 
Lucas county was one of the later formed coun­ 
ties of th© state—^necessarily so, because until after 
the Michigan-Obio boundary dispute was settled It 
was not certain that all of that territory would be­ 
long to Ohio. Tbe site of Toledo would certainly 
have been in Michigan If tbe contentions of Michi­ 
gan had been allowed. 
The county waa formed in 1835 and was named 
after Robert Lucas, who was then In the governor's 
office, his terms being from 1832 to 1836, and ntUur- 
ally the county was named in his honor, he having 
gelded the Interesta of Ohio in tbe boundary war, 
and largely by bit firmness, managed to bold tbe 
county for bis state. 
Tbe Maumee valley was attractive to the eeriy 
French tnders and they bad stores established at 
the foot of the falls of the Maumee as early as 1790, 
but these were not intended to be permanent settle* 
ments. A strain ot French runs through the popula­ 
tion of the county to this day. 
Toledo gained its 
prominence over sister cities because it was chosen 
as a transportation center.

No feature of the big legislative 
push at Washington is more fascin­ 
ating to observe than the play and

Mr. Roosevelt has surrounded 
himself with an extraordinary num­ 
ber of experts from college facul­ 
ties—more, probably, than ever be­ 
fore sat in the inner circle of a 
President’s confidence. 
Nobody 
knows exactly how many there are. 
A good many hold official positions 
in the various departments, while 
otliers come and go daily. 
The mere presence of these men 
does not, of course, prove that they 
are all-powerful in determining the 
Roosevelt legislative program. Mr. 
Roosevelt Is a seasoned politician, 
and he confers long and often with 
politicians £U! well as professors. 
He apparently hopes to blend the 
professional mind with the political 
mind, preserving the best features 
of both in a plain of action which 
will combine theory with practical­ 
ity. It will be most interesting to 
see how the experiment works. 
‘Honeymoon’ Fading. 
At the outset, It worked well 
enough from the standpoint of the 
President. He was able to get what 
he wanted from congress with a 
minimum delay. But there are cer­ 
tain signs, as he himself has ob­ 
served to some of his callers, that 
the going may become more diffl 
cult as the “honeymoon” of his ad 
ministration fades away.

Grant, Hayes, Gar­ 
field and Harrison, had been gen­ 
erals in the Union army during the 
Civil war. William McKinley, the 
fifth one, was an officer in It. Al­ 
though he rose no higher than ma­ 
jor by reason of his youth. 
The record of these initial Ohio 
presidents is that they were near­ 
ly all succeeded by New York men, 
Garfield yielding to Vice President 
Arthur of New York and Benjamin 
Harrison to Grover Cleveland 
in 
1893. 
And this fact was contin­ 
ued when William McKinley auc- 
cnmbed to an assassin’s ballet in 
1901 when he gave way to anoth­ 
er New Yorker, Theodore Roose­ 
velt.

Presidents 
Taft and 
Harding were succeeded by men 
from states other than New York, 
the former by Woodrow Wilson of 
New Jersey and the latter by Cal 
via 0> olldge of Massachusetts.

curred. It saeras unwilling to give weight to facta 
disclosed ainee then—facta which warrant an uncon­ 
ditional pardon for Mooney. Time after time, it has 
blocked recurring channels of hope, but now there 
is to be another time. Is It possible that the state 
which bas embarrassed the nation so acutely with 
its handling of this famous case yet may undo the 
greater part of tbs wrong it tolerated? 
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Underlying The Evidence 
Behind controversial claims of and denials of mis­ 
treatment of Jews by the German National Socialists 
la a definite fact which explains the vigorous pro 
tests issued from the United States and other na 
lions in defense of German Jews. It la the widely 
held conviction that Jewish persecution under the 
regime of Alolf littler la one of the distressing things 
to be expected. 
From the United States department of state and 
numerous German sources assurance has been given 
that there need be no apprehension over mistreat­ 
ment of Jews under Germaay’a new fascist regime 
Although there Is no disposition to deny that there 
have been unfortunate clashes, such incidents are 
set aside as the normal accompaniment of sweeping 
overturn in government The state department gives 
assurance that “this phase may be considered vir­ 
tually terminated.” 
It la a sign of general distrust in Chancellor 
Hitler and his political philosophy that there Is less 
assurance In such statements than is intended. How­ 
ever much Germans may try to correct a harmful Im­ 
pression abroad, they cannot erase knowledge that 
Herr Hitler has used Jew-balilng on many occasions 
to serve his purposes. The wave of protest which 
has arisen in the last few days Is ss much the re­ 
lease of accumulated mistrust as It is the direct pro 
dict of factual evidence. 
There Is, nevertheless, a real danger lo allowing 
to run unchecked anything of so violent a nature aa 
the German attacks which have been common In the 
last few days. 
To Germans worried about the fu­ 
ture of their country these attacks Inevitably must 
appear more vicious than circumstances with which 
they are familiar warrant. 
In fairness to all Ger­ 
mans, Including Jews, there should be a close re 
gard for temperance in promoting and participating 
in movements which will be acutely harmful to the 
business and prestige of a struggling population. 
Perhaps the following, a message from Br. Grund, 
president of the German National Association tor 
Industry and Commerce, may be understood to rep 
resent a German viewpoint Addressed to the Board 
of Trad* for German American Commerce, Inc., It 
was published as an advertisement. It read* la part . 
“Wa ere very much astonished about news of whole- 
tile acta of violence against Jewish population. No 
organized acts of this kind have taken place. Jew 
ish business men continue unmolested. Exceptional 
acts of violence were strongly disapproved and oner 
getlcally suppressed . . . German people have during 
long years of suffering kept calm and peaceful . . 
Calm views abroad would support and assist a main­ 
tenance of normal . . . conditions.” 


Japan Decides 
It will come as a surprise to many who supposed 
Japan already had withdrawn from the League of 
Nations to know that Emperor Hirohlto’a necessary 
approval of resignation was not given until Monday. 
The dramatic exit of the Japanese delegation from 
the league assembly when the final vote was taken 
on the Lytton report condemning Japanese policy 
In Manchuria is responsible for the misconception. 
Actually, that withdrawal, though of tremendous 
importance, signified nothing more than opposition 
to th* assembly’s acceptance of the Lytton report. 
While It indicated clearly what was In th* wind, it 
did not indicate a final decision to withdraw per­ 
manently. It merely paved the way for such a de­ 
cision. Japan now has made up its mind. Unable to 
act within the league's provisions, It is willing to 
proceed Independently with what It considers to be 
essential oriental policies. 
Even to, It cannot withdraw immediately. Para­ 
graph I, Article I of the League of Nations conven­ 
e d reeds: "Any member of the league may, after 
two years’ notice of ita Intention so to do, withdraw 
from th* league, provided that all its International 
obligations and all its obligations under this coven­ 
ant shall have been fulfilled at the time of IU with­ 
drawal.” 
In the wording of the provision there seems to be 
a great deal of Interest to the International lawyers. 
It la failure of the japanese government to fulfill 
IU obligations which causea the notice of withdraw 
a1 to be given. It appears that the league la obli­ 
gated to hold Japan to those obligations, yet it al­ 
ready has demonstrated its inability to do so. Ap­ 
parently, the third paragraph of Article I wa« not 
written to accomodate a government planning with­ 
drawal under conditione such aa those which sur­ 
round Japan. 
In the light of these circumstances, it 
appears 
somewhat hasty to think of Japan as being outside 
the League of Nations before exclusion becomes an 
actual fact. 
Tbs league cannot afford to lose fts 
membership. Unfortunately, under the circumstances 
Japan probably could get along very nicely without 
the league. Until It has been proved that there la no 
possibility of reconciliation, It Is reasonable to an­ 
ticipate a reunion before complete divorce.

Highlights of Ohio History 
LUCAS COUNTY 
By J. H. GALBRAITH, 
Written For The Associated Press 
Lucas county was one of the later formed coun­ 
ties of the state—necessarily so, because until atter 
th* Michlgan-Ohio boundary dispute was settled It 
was not certain that all of that territory would be­ 
long to Ohio. The ait* of Toledo would certainly 
have been in Michigan lf the contentions of Michi­ 
gan had been allowed. 
The county was formed In 1835 and was named 
after Robert Lucas, who was then in the governor's 
office, bis terms being from 1832 to 1816, and natur 
ally the county was named in his honor, he having 
glided th* Interests of Ohio In the boundary war, 
and largely by his firmness, managed to hold the 
county for his state. 
The Maumee valley was attractive to the early 
French traders and they had stores established at 
the foot of the falls of the Maumee as early as 1796, 
but these were not Intended to be permanent rn 
merits. A strain of French runs through the popula­ 
tion of the county to this day. 
Toledo gained Its 
prominence over sister cities because It was chosen 
as a transportation center.

college-profeasor advisers and tbe 
more politically-minded leaders in 
congress, 
Mr. Roosevelt has surrounded 
himself with an extraordinary num­ 
ber of experts from college facul­ 
ties—more, probably, than ever be­ 
fore sat in the inner circle of a 
President’* confidence. 
Nobody 
knows exactly how many there are. 
A good many hold official positions 
in the various departments, while 
others come and go daily. 
The mere presence of these men 
does not, of course, prove that they 
are all-powerful in determining the 
Roosevelt legislative program. Mr. 
Roosevelt is a seasoned politician, 
and he confers long and often with 
politicians as well as professors. 
He apparently hopes to blend the 
professional mind with the political 
mind, preserving the best features 
of both in a plain of action which 
will combine theory with practical­ 
ity. It will be most interesting to 
see how the experiment works. 
‘Honeymoon’ Fading. 
At the outset, it worked well 
enough from the standpoint of the 
President. He was able to get what 
he wanted from congress with a 
minimum delay. But there are cer 
tain signs, as he himself has ob­ 
served to some of his callers, that 
the going may become more diffi­ 
cult aa the “honeymoon" of his ad 
ministration fades away. 
Outwardly, these signs 
Include 
such things as the objections inter 
posed against the farm relief and 
labor corps bills by the two demo­ 
cratic committee chairmen who na 
turally would have been looked ts 
aa sponsore of these measures in 
the house.

sible an industry that can turn out 
the work thus uow demanded. 
It is a bit interesting to note that 
none of these Ohio presidents ever 
assumed this high place 
in 
the 
American government 
until 
80 
years 
after George Washington 
took the initial oath qualifying him 
for the position. 
The 
first 
was 
Ulysses S. Grant, who became pres­ 
ident on March 4, 1869. 
Then 
the 
United 
States had 
three Ohio 
presidents 
following 
each other, Grant, Hayes and Gar­ 
field. Then, following a tenure of 
nearly eight year* by Chester Al­ 
lan Arthur and Grover Cleveland 
another Ohio man, Benjamin Har­ 
rison. asKumed the place. It is a 
singular fact that 
the first four 
Ohio presidents, Grant, Hayes, Gar 
field and Harrison, had been gen 
ends in the Union army during the 
Civil war. William McKinley, the 
fifth one, was an officer in It. Al­ 
though he rose no higher than ma­ 
jor by reason of his youth. 
The record of the*# Initial Ohio 
presidents is that they were near­ 
ly all succeeded by New York men, 
Garfield yielding to Vice President 
Arthur of New York and Benjamin 
Harrison to Grover Cleveland 
in 
1893. 
And this fact was contin 
ued when William McKinley suc­ 
cumbed to an aasasain’s bullet in 
1901 when he gave way to anoth­ 
er New Yorker, Theodore Roose­ 
velt. 
Only 
Presidents 
Taft and 
Harding were succeeded by men 
from states other than New York, 
the former by Woodrow Wilton of 
New Jersey and the latter by Cal 
vin Coolidge of Massachusetts. 


It marked the end of an 
era and was the beginning of an­ 
other for rural people hereabout*. 
One of the quick effects of the 
utilization of rural mail delivery 
was the advent of the custom of

two or three days. 
These papers also had special 
departments which gave pertinent 
facts and matter that would be of 
special interest to people residing « 
in agricultural districts. 
Indeed 
some of these papers approached 
the semi-magazine plane of publi­ 
cation. They were to be found J 
homes in every rural locality.*”

In time the rural deliveries wlrf-^^ 
eued. 
New routes were laid out 
so that It 
became possible for 
farmers to even get some of the 
morning dailies upon the same day 
in

were published’ 
During the era of morning Journal­ 
ism in East Liverpool this was not 
possible for some years after the 
appearance of a morning edition 
here. 
It is interesting to recall alto 
that at the time that this first 
rural mail delivery was initiated 
out of East Liverpool, William Mc­ 
Kinley who long represented the 
territory in Congress in which it 
functioned had been dead tor a bit 
more than a year. 
Theodore 
Roosevelt was then the President 
of the United flutes.

F COURSE, Grant was suc­ 
ceeded by Hayes and the let 
ter by Garfield, the three be­ 
ing successive Ohio men.

Wil­ 
liam McKinley was tbe only other 
one re-elected. Hayes was not re­ 
nominated. Taft and Harrison, re­ 
nominated, were defeated tor sec­ 
ond terms.

The first East Liverpool carrier 
to cover the rural routes from this 
city was F. M. Eakin of Clarkson.

Selection, County 
Group Told. 


LISBON—At a m eeting of the 
county relief commission In No. 2 
court room Tuesday afternoon, It 
waa declared th at the science used 
lu developing cows and hogs should 
be used in the rearing of children 
"You should arrange a schedule 
of balanced diet for children," H 
II. H ughes of the Ohio commis 
aion told 
tow nship 
trustees and 
representatives of relief agencies 
in th e cities. 
“T here are some 
men who give a balanced diet to 
cows and hogs with m ore regular 
Ity than they give to children. You 
have to take the -same kind of 
science In feeding children as you 
do In the developm ent of cattle. 
We’ve got to get som ew here In giv­ 
ing the child a balanced diet, other 
wise a grave lu n atio n 
will con 
front na In the future. 
Don’t put 
the cart before the horse. 
Detailed Facta Required 
"T he first thing to do la to give 
relief. 
The tim e has come when 
we have to get our policies right. 
Investigators should be employed, 
as the federal governm ent requires 
detailed facta. 
This la not a politi­ 
cal proposition. 
W e’re all Ameri­ 
cans, and the right thing to do is 
to stand shoulder to shoulder for 
the hest of the com m unity as a 
whole. 
The state of Ohio will not 
let children suffer. 
It is insisted 
that the child be given fresh milk. 
There Is no use in having carload 
after carload of condensed 
milk 
■hipped Into the county from W is­ 
consin, when you can get all the 
fresh surplus milk right here at 
home for 76-cents per 100-pounds, 
and the dairym en will be glad to 
sell it to you at this price." 
It waa 
brought 
out th at the 
scale of relief adopted by the Yel­ 
low Creek tow nship tru stees pro­ 
vided 60-cents 
per week for one 
person and $120 per week for a 
family of two or three persons 
This acale advances to $1.80 per 
week for a family of five or six 
persons, and then $3 per week is 
top for a family of IO persons. 
T hat this schedule was too low 
was adm itted, as the type of food 
that children would receive from 
such a scale would not be condu­ 
cive to good health. 
Food Schedule W orked Out 
A schedule of foods for proper 
diet is now being worked out, It 
was explained by Hughes, and this 
plan will be given all relief agen 
des. 
It has also been proposed 
that a policy agreem ent be prepar­ 
ed and signed by all grocers, and 
then when such agreem ent was 
signed, grocers would be prohibit 
ed from giving cash for relief slips 
Instead of food. 
Com plaints about personal relief 
hereafter filed with local agencies, 
can be appealed to the public re 
latlons com m ittee of the County 
Relief Commission, 
A detailed statem ent of how re­ 
lief work was being done in W ells­ 
ville was given by Service Direo 
tor Duty.
